Wallace had recommended that the 
position be elevated to cabinet status to 
give the agriculture chief direct access 
to the governor. 
Rominger, 49, appointed by Brown to 
the state Board of Food and Agriculture 
in 1975. farms 4,000 acres near Winters, 
in Yolo County. The farm produces most­ 
ly grains He is a registered Democrat. 
The appointment brought immediate 
praise from the farming community. 


"The governor and I have had our dif­ 
ferences, but for once we are in 100 per 
cent agreement," said Fred Heringer, 
president of the 75.000-member Califor­ 
nia Farm Bureau Federation.

The public will have an opportunity to 
express opinions on a proposed cable 
television franchise ordinance at a joint 
meeting of the Lompoc City Council and 
the Cable Television Committee Tuesday 
at 7 p.m. at City Hall. 
The meeting, which is an adjourned 
session from the council’s regular 
meeting of last Tuesday, has been 
scheduled to begin a half hour earlier 
than customary. 
It also was emphsized that the meeting 
will be held at the council chambers in 
City Hall, 119 W. Walnut Ave., instead of 
in the school administration office at 
1301 North A St. where regular council 
meetings are conducted. 
Persons wishing to make input on the 
proposed franchise ordinance, which will 
replace the one currently in effect when 
the existing franchise expires next year, 
may secure copies of the document at 
City Hall. 
It was pointed out that the public hear­ 
ing is to receive input on the franchise 
proposal and not to hear comments on 
the quality of existing cable service. 
City Attorney Alan Davidson pointed 
out that the franchise proposal has been 
drafted using several sources as a guide 
in its development, including materials 
from the Cable Television Information 
Center, an agency of the Ford 
Foundation-funded Urban Institute. 
In addition. Davidson said, guidelines 
have included three published exemplary 
forms, ordinances from five other cities 
plus his own legal research into CATV 
operations. 
Some who have examined the or­ 
dinance have complained that it does not 
make specific technical requirements as 
to picture quality. 
This has been bypassed intentionally, 
Davidson said, because the Federal 
Communications Commission has pre­ 
empted the regulations in this field and 
the city may not make requirements that 
add to or detract from the FCC regula­ 
tions. 
Davidson said the ordinance proposal 
had been submitted to the Cable Televi­ 
sion Information Center in Washington 
for review, resulting in a statement by 
Harold Horn, deputy director, that 
"overall, it is an excellent ordinance.” 
The city attorney combed the 16-page 
single-spaced document for elements 
that give the city control over cable 
television operations and found more 
than two dozen such provisions, he 
reported. 
These include cancellation of the 
franchise in the event of wilful failure, 
refusal or neglect by the franchisee to 
comply with the ordinance; directing the 
firm to comply with the rules as the 
council determines to be reasonable; 
upon cancellation, the franchisee must 
provide contnuou service for one year to 
assure an orderly change of operation;

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In an action 
bringing Social Security retirement 
benefits to thousands more men, the 
Supreme Court ruled today that federal 
law has been unconstitutionally applied 
to husbands as well as widowers.

At the same time, in a separate case, 
the court reversed a decision that would 
have meant several billions in retire­ 
ment benefits to men who were not taken 
into account in a 1972 amendment mak­ 
ing calculations of average monthly 
wages the same for both sexes. 
Federal officials have estimated that 
about 520,000 husbands and widowers can 
collect new or greater Social Security 
payments as a result of actions taken 
March 2 and today. In view of the

found but 
no gold 


WHITE SANDS, N.M. (UPI) 
— It had been 16 years since 
Leonard Fiege was inside a 
large cavern in Victorio Peak 
searching for a legendary gold 
treasure. 
He returned to the cave Sun­ 
day, but he didn't find the piles 
of gold bars he said he saw 
there on his last visit. 
Fiege was one of three men, 
part of a search organized by 
Norman Scott, who crawled on 
their “ bellies and backs” 320 
feet into a domed room inside 
the sm all desert peak. 
They found no treasure, but 
enough clues to get them to con­ 
tinue the search with heavy 
equipment. 
" It is entirely different,” 
Fiege said “ There are timbers 
in there now. It’s all shored 
up.” 
Fiege. a retired Air Force 
captain, said he found stacks of 
gold bars in the peak, located on 
the White Sands Missile Range, 
in the late 1950s. He said the 
last time he was in the cave was 
1961. 
Fiege is one of many persons 
who have said they saw a 
treasure spotted by Milton E. 
“ D oc" Noss in 1937 Scott has 
been hired by several of the 
claim ants to conduct this 10-day 
search, which ends March 28 
After digging with shovels 
and crowbars for four hours 
Sunday. Fiege. Jerry Lee and 
Jack Hull crawled through the 
entrance of a fault for a 45- 
minute search 


in Washington, Colorado, South 
Dakota and California on the 
first of eight water projects un­ 
der the jurisdiction of the 
bureau of reclamation projects. 
“ We welcome this opportuni­ 
ty to defend our rivers and our 
com m unities ag a in st these 
m a s s i v e 
d e v e lo p m e n t 
schem es,” said John Burdick, 
coordinator of the 20-member 
coalition of W ater p ro ject 
review. 
“ Citizens are tired of being 
trampled by big government 
agencies and pork barrel con- 
gresspersons and will use these 
hearings to show that C arter’s 
c o u ra g e o u s d e c isio n 
h a s 
widespread support from or­ 
dinary people.” 
The coalition of groups in­ 
cluding the Sierra Club and the 
Wildlife Society believed the 
dam projects used too much 
energy, created few jobs and 
provided no su b stitu te for 
“ sound water managem ent,” 
Burdick said 
In Washington, the Interior 
Department scheduled a hear­ 
ing on the central Arizona 
project, a multibillion dollar 
system of acqueducts, four 
d am s and pum ping p lan ts 
designed to carry water from 
the C olorado R iver to the 
Tucson and Phoenix areas. 
Senate Dem ocratic Leader 
Robert Byrd said Saturday he 
“ just yawned” when told the 
White House had cleared five 
w ater projects in his home 
state of West Virginia for con­ 
tinued construction 
Byrd said Congress already 
has decided the projects are 
needed and will order funding 
continued despite C arter’s a c ­ 
tion. 
“ I never felt from the very 
beginning that it would amount 
to much.” he said of C arter’s 
attack on the projects. “ Much 
sound and fury sign ifyin g 
nothing ” 


The clearance Friday of 226 
flood control, navigation and

“ I don’t believe caucuses 
serve any purpose.” observes 
Mrs 
Hallett. “ 1 believe I’m 
elected to represent all of the 
people ... And I believe I’m 
capable of studying women’s is­ 
sues on my own.” 
“ I won’t become a one-issue 
legislator, and I resent being 
called M s..” she said. “ I'm in­ 
terested in everybody’s prob­ 
lem s.” 
At the reception, Ms. Egeland 


told reporters. “ I think there 
fre going to be legislative is­ 
sues where whatever personal 
preferences there are, she 
(Mrs. Hallett) and I and other 
women in the legislature are 
going to think that these are the 
directions to go ” 
Ms Egeland denies she ever 
wanted a formal caucus nor 
does she see the need for one 
now 
“ Men haven’t neglected 
women’s issues.’’ she says 
But she says there is a “ need 
for better fellowship” among 
the women 
The m ost senior woman 
legislator says she still would 
like to get together with her 
fem ale colleagues occasionally 
to “ define priorities” but la­ 
m e n ts.

Other women legislators indi­ 
cate interest in an informal 
caucus. 
“ You need a mechanism for 
keeping in touch.” says Repub­ 
lican Assemblywoman Marilyn 
Ryan “ If there are six of you 
and you kind of share (an idea), 
you multiply it and share com ­ 
munications’ ability. 
“ Women do bring a new 
source of energy to govern­ 
ment.” says the form er Palos 
V erdes m ayor. “ Otherwise, 
why elect them? Why not have 
all m en?” 
An important task of fem ale 
legislators. Mrs 
Ryan notes, 
“ is to remind other women that 


th e re a r e w om en in the 
legislature and that it’s not an 
all-male club.” 
“ A women’s caucus would be 
very vital and very im portant," 
d e cla re s 
A ssem blyw om an 
Teresa Hughes. D-Los Angeles. 
Ms. Hughes, one of the two 
women veterans in the Assem­ 
bly. said such a forum might be 
used to come up with a clearer 
definition of rape, for example. 
“ Personally. I’m delighted to 
get together on any issues that 
affect us ... But I don't know 
that all of us think alike 
anymore than all Dem ocrats or 
Republicans think alike. It's

Assemblyman Daniel Boat­ 
wright, D-Concord is carrying 
Brown’s bill (AB476) amied at 
preventing the prem ature re­ 
lease of convicts under the 
determinate sentencing law.

Rogers also said the subcom­ 
mittee will try to find out if the 
FDA has any “ flexibility” in 
the way it adm inisters the 
Delany amendment, the law 
which allows no cancer causing 
substances in the food supply.

Recycling efforts 


There has been far too long a 
delay by governm ent in 
targeting on the benefits of 
recycling. It is therefore 
heartwarming to hear this 
week that actions are coming 
together to reap the benefits of 
recycling efforts. 
The County Board of Super­ 
visors this week approved the 
creation of a 15-member 
resource recycling committee 
with three members serving 
from each of the five super­ 
visorial districts. It is hoped 
by the board that recycling ac­ 
tion can get going in less than 
30 days. 
Over the past several years 
there have been many efforts 
by the private sectors to 
reclaim the bounties of recycl­ 
ing. All have failed, due, in 
part, to lack of volunteers, 
lack of resources, lack of 
recycling property. 
With the full force of govern­ 


ment sponsoring such an ef­ 
fort, we can foresee nothing 
but success. 
Already the county has been 
reaping several thousands of 
dollars sin profit from ex- 
p e r i m e n t a l 
r e c y c l i n g 
programs and soon, wood and 
metal recycling will take 
place at all land-fill opera­ 
tions, including the city of 
Lompoc’s. 
Kudos must also be directed 
toward Jim Brightwell, the 
city’s sanitation director, who 
has inaugurated a program of 
using treated sewer plant ef­ 
fluent in watering streetside 
trees and vegetation and for 
dust control. Plans for the ex­ 
pansion of this use are also in 
the works. 
Citizen cooperation will cer­ 
tainly be called for in this new 
recycling effort and it should 
be forthcoming. 
Recycling is profitable and 
beneficial.

Of course, nothing could be further 
from the fact. 


It is as if to say that because we print a 
story of a hijacker taking more than 50 
or 60 hostages that we are glorifying and 
condoning the act of hijacking. Or if we 
print the story of a murder, we are doing 
the same. 


In the case of the illegal drag racers, 
we would strongly suspect that there 
would be some readers who consider 
them to be great, daring and wonderful. 
On the other hand, we would feel that 
some readers would believe that 
anybody who endangers his own life and 
those of others is some kind of a nut. 


Sometimes we feel like the small town 
editor who also received complaints pro 
and con about his editorials. So, tired of 
the complaint, he ran the Ten Command­ 
ments in place of his next editorial. 


The next day a letter arrived which 
read: “Cancel my subscription — you’re 
getting too personal.” 
THOUGHTS WHILE SHAVING 
For several weeks now we have been 
unable to find our favorite bird feeder — 
a bell-like object coated with bird seed 
that we hung on our eaves outside our 
dining area. The market where they 
were purchased appears to have discon­ 
tinued the item, much to the pity of our 
fine feathered friends. TTiey are almost 
in a frenzy sitting on the utility lines 
behind the house, waiting for another 
feeder. A search is on now for a sub­ 
stitute but we’ll probably end up trying 
to make one of our own ... We forgot to 
mention that our in-house Irishman, Dan 
Duffy, came very properly dressed for 
the occasion last Thursday, March 17, 
much to the chagrin of the English lady 
in our production department ... That 
6:30 a.m. class of our daughter’s is final­ 
ly over and we are most happy. No more 
early hour chauffeuring. 


WASHINGTON - The harshest winter 
in Am erican history caused un­ 
precedented human suffering, closing 
factories and schools across the country 
and throwing hundreds of thousands out 
of work. We were able to document how 
the major oil companies — particularly 
Texaco. Mobil and 
Amoco — withheld 
billions of cubic feet of 
natural gas that could 
have alleviated the 
disastrous shortages. 
Now we have un­ 
covered dramatic new 
evidence that Texaco 
illegally diverted huge 
amounts of natural 
gas for its own pur­ 
poses. Texaco has 
been siphoning off an 
inredible 172 million 
cubic feet of gas every 
day fo r its own 
re f in e r y in P o rt 
Arthur. Texas. 
Texaco apparently 
broke the law by pirating this gas for 
itself without the required federal per­ 
mission. The gas is buried in federal of­ 
fshore fields and is supposed to belong to 
the American people. Yet throughout the 
catastrophic winter, the oil company 
was secretly servicing its own needs and 
ignoring the plight of energy-starved 
Americans across the nation. 
Oil companies are forbidden to move 
any gas from federal offshore fields, 
such as those in the Gulf of Mexico, 
without approval from the Federal 
Power Commission. Yet Texaco never 
got such approval to move the gas from 
its underwater reservoirs to the coast of 
Louisiana, investigators have learned. 


Texaco tried to defend this practice in 
a hasty telegram to the FPC. The com­ 
pany conceded taking enormous amounts 
of gas from its offshore fields to use as 
boiler fuel in its Texas refinery. Over the 
years, it admitted, it has diverted a 
staggering 580 billion cubic feet of gas 
for its own purposes. 
But Texaco cited a 1964 federal cer­ 
tificate allowing it to move the gas from 
its plant at Henry, La., to its Texas 
refinery. Texaco used the Sabine 
Pipeline Co., which it completely owns, 
to transport the gas. 
Yet Texaco has never gotten permis­ 
sion to use its own pipelines to move the 
gas from the Gulf of Mexico to its 
Louisiana plant onshore. Investigators 
searched the files of the Federal Power 
Commission, but were unable to find any 
approval for Texaco to move the gas. In 
fact, there is some question as to 
whether the 1964 certificate even allows 
Texaco to move the gas from Louisiana 
to its Texas refinery. 


Meanwhile, the FPC apparently was 
unaware that Texaco was using its own 
pipelines in the Gulf of Mexico to divert 
the gas. This, too, is supposed to require 
federal approval. The FPC is about to 
launch an investigation into the entire 
matter, according to our sources. 


The gas is being taken from two Gulf 
of Mexico fields called Tiger Shoal and 
Lighthouse Point. More than half the gas 
in these two plentiful fields is not con­ 
tracted to any pipeline. It is this 
“undedicated’’ gas that Texaco is tapp­ 
ing for its own refinery. The gas really 
belongs to the public because Texaco is 
leasing these fields from the federal 
government. The gas is supposed to be 
dedicated to the interstate market. But 


the company has treated the reserves as 
if they were a private asset meant to 
serve Texaco first. It did not seek 
government perm ission, therefore, 
before skimming large amounts of the 
precious gas for its own needs. Instead, 
it used the valuable natural gas as boiler 
fuel, which easily could be gotten from 
other more plentiful energy sources. 
Although 45 per cent of the gas in Tiger 
Shoal and Lighthouse Point has been 
promised to various pipelines, Texaco 
has been producing it at a very slow 
pace. We reported last month that Tex­ 
aco could have speeded up the flow of 
that gas to energy-starved areas this 
winter, but was holding back production 
in hopes of getting higher prices. Our 
story was later confirmed by federal and 
congressional investigators. 


Now Texaco may be just one of a 
number of oil companies tapping federal 
gas reserves for their own use. The 
House Energy subcommittee, chaired by 
Rep. John Dingell. D.-Mich., is in­ 
vestigating whether Texaco and other 
firms illegally diverted large amounts of 
natural gas from their public reservoirs. 
The American public deserves to know 
whether the oil companies have been rip­ 
ping off federally leased gas reserves for 
their own corporate purposes. 


Footnote: A spokesman told our as­ 
sociates Gary Cohn and Howie Kurz that 
Texaco had received FPC permission to 
transport the gas from its Louisiana 
plant to its Texas refinery. He said Tex­ 
aco had promised gas to its Sabine 
pipeline to make up for the gas Texaco 
was taking for itself. But he did not say 
that the company had federal permission 
to bring the gas from its underwater 
reservoirs to its Louisiana plant onshore.

Congratulations on your perceptive 
editorial of March 10. Your forward- 
looing wisdom has made us all wonder 
what could be more ridiculous than un­ 
ionization of the military services. 
It’s absurdity equal to suggesting un­ 
ionization of, say, the police. Or 
firefighters. Or the people we pay to 
educate our children. Or medical person­ 
nel. Or defense-related industrial labor 
Or people involved in transportation of 
food and merchandise Those who en­ 
dorse a unionized military don’t seem to 
realize that they’re fiddling with an es­ 
sential service. Not that police and fire 
protection, public education, health and 
food aren’t essential. But national 
defense is different, if only because 
we’re committed to uphold and repeat 
the time-honored national tradition of 
mothballing the military between con­ 
flicts. 
For those who don’t recall the 
historical procedure, it’s a three-step 
process. We’ve already accomplished 
Phases I and II — respectively, cut back 
on military hardware, then reduce man­ 
power. Now we’re at Phase III, in which 
we attack m irtary pay and benefits, 
least they serve as inducements to at­ 
tract and retain talented individuals. 
If we let them unionize, it might screw 
up Phase III

LONDON. — There are as always so 
many grounds to be gloomy, indeed to be 
sad. The indices are bad at every level. 
Yesterday an official government report 
divulged the unhappy news that the 
English working man, although he is 
earning 30 to 40 per cent more than in 
1971. has not improved 
his lot since that time, 
thanks to inflation and 
ta x e s . 
A lth o u g h 
everyone appears to 
know that by the rites 
of progressive taxa­ 
tion. any pay raise is 
progressively taxed, 
there is a strange 
reluctance to adapt 
fiscal policy to this 
datum. The result is 
higher and higher 
wages without any in­ 
crease in purchasing 
power. 
Needless to say the 
middle class are es­ 
pecially hard hit in­ 
asmuch as where they dwell, the rise in 
the progressive rate is precipitous. The 
figures are also available here. The mid­ 
dle class manager who has hit the top of 
his ladder — let us say he manages a 
small plant — is far worse off than ten 
years ago. A man earning 10,000 pounds 
in 1967 is now earning 17.500 pounds. But 
the combination of tax and inflation has 
caused his take-home pay to diminish by 
one-third. 
Those highly mobile members of the 
m iddle c la s s who give way to 
despondency tend, in increasing 
numbers, to move out. There are cackles 
of glee among Rhodesian-baiters in 
Great Britain about the exodus of whites 
from Rhodesia. They are fleeing the 
terrorists. A greater percentage of 
British professional men have fled 
socialism than Rhodesian whites have 
fled Man Mau. Although socialism does 
not threaten to rouse you in the middle of 
the night for the purpose of slaughtering 
you. it is there to tell you that, as a mild­ 
ly productive member of society, you are 
a class enemy. 
Among the critics of socialism in 
Great Britain there are those who fear 
that the very worst is conceivable. Mr. 
Robert Moss, the editor of The 
Economist’s “Foreign Report,” gives 
Britain about a 30 per cent chance of 
rejecting communization. This must be 
carefully understood What could happen 
in Great Britain is the kind of thing Karl 
Marx specifically envisioned in the 
Manifesto. The principal goal of Marx­ 
ism is the elim ination of private 
property. Property is substantially 
eliminated when it is taxed at levels as 
high as 98 per cent, and when the govern­ 
ment in power is pledged to a 100 per 
cent inheritance tax. Beyond that. Marx 
called for the nationalization of in­ 
dustries. the confiscation of all the 
property of those who seek to emigrate, 
the abolition of p rivate schools, 
programs that are substantially in force 
or prospectively in force under the 
current government. 
Others will tell you that, somewhere 
along the line, the British government is 
going to run into the great imponderable 
that defies the schematic ideology of 
Marx To wit. the British character. It is 
a phenomenon that the Communist 
Party makes absolutely no headway 
among the \oters Last time around, the 
Communists got less than one-half of one 
per cent of the vote. 
But the government is. in fact, run by a 
fairly small group of trade unionists, 
within which group the M arxist 
ideologues are heavily represented. The 
345 top executives of the 13 leading 
British trade unions represent con­ 
stituencies which voted only 49 per cent 
for Labour at the last election. Twenty- 
five per cent voted Conservative. 10 per 
cent Liberal. But every last one of those 
executives is a socialist who supports the 
Labour government or, if he criticizes it, 
does so on the grounds that it is exces­ 
sively moderate. Under the circum­ 
stances one m ight com pare the 
democratic composition of Great Britain 
to a corporate holding company. If you 
can get 51 per cent of the tiny executive 
committee of the Trade Union Congress, 
you can control a country of 50 million 
people 
To be sure, even as the stockholders 
can revolt right up the line, it is 
hypothetically possible that the voters 
can send the socialist elitists packing 
But there is the awful fear of a confron­ 
tation to which the theoretical answer is 
plain. Pit a vested interest like the trade 
unions up against the parliament of the 
people, and the vested interest is sup­ 
posed to submit. But will it? 
That is the question many people are 
pondering. And a vague, conservative 
desire not to test that final question 
results in putting off the day of the con­ 
frontation. waiting, with progressive im­ 
patience. for the deus ex machina. That 
is supposed to be the providential oil in 
the North Sea, provided by a God in 
which fewer and fewer B ritishers 
believe, discovered by private 
enterprises, which are progressively the 
explicit enemy of the ruling class. The 
oil will begin to flow in about a year, and 
perhaps it will lubricate the ultimate 
resource, the British character.
